PARIS, Nov. 27.—I've just come back

1,000 Now Expected. 

It was estimated by the committee 
that 15,000 soldiers would come home 
from Camp Grant for the holiday, 
which was to have. been from Dec. 22 
to Dec. 26. Under Secretary Baker's 
order only 1,000 can have furloughs. 

The committee has been arranging a 
royal welcome for the men. It has 
planned a Christmas festival at the 
Coliseum, free theater tickets, free 
automobiles, and a general decoration 
of the city. It met yesterday with the 
various representatives of the rail 
roads which were to carry the men. It 
was promised that the schedules could 
be rearranged so that the trains would 
reach Chicago almost. together

Two weeks ago it announced at 
the camp ‘that. furloughs would be 
granted. every deserving soldier, and 
practically the whole camp had planned 
to come to Chicago... . 

Following is Secretary Baker's or- 
der: 

“If many leaves of absence were per- 
mitted the expense involved would cre- 
ate an invidious distinction between 
those who could make such a journey 
and those who would be compelled to 
remain at the camps. 

“The intensive period of training 
‘might be seriously affected by the ab- 
sence of so many men. 

“The people of the nation,” Secretary 
Baker added, “ will bear this privation, 
I know, in the same fine spirit which 
has characterized every previous re- 
sponse when it is understood that the 
relieving of the railroads from this 
burden will enable us by so much to 
concentrate our energies and capaci- 
ties for the transportation of our re- 
sources to the seaboard and to the 
battle front in France.” 

A feeling of regret because of the 
Baker order was expressed by many 
city officials.

Takes Place of Harris, 
Who Resigns After 


Friction.. 


(By a Stat Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[{Spe- 
cial.}—-The conflict between the navy 
and the shipping board over the trans- 
Atlantic shipping question took a new 
turn tenight, when Rear Admiral Fred- 
erick R. Harris asked to be relieved of 
his duties as general manager of the 
emergency fleet corporation. 
Chairman Hurley of the shipping 
board announced Admiral Harris’ re 
tirement. At the same time he an- 
nounced that Charles Piez of Chi- 
cago, vice president of the emergency 
fleet corporation, would take over the 
position of general manager and have 
entire charge of construction of the 
mammoth merchant fleet program. 
Now in Civilian Hands. 
Retirement of Rear Admiral Harris 
places the management of the shipping 
board entirely in civilian hands, for 
the first time since its creation. Fir 
there was divided control between Gen. 
Goethals and Willam Denman, which 
ended in a fight that forced both men 
from their positions. Then Rear Ad- 
miral Capps took up the emergency 
feet end of the work, only to be re 
Meved by Harris. After two weeks as 
general manager, that officer now re- 
tires. |

Official returns announced shortly 
before midnight showed that with thir.

The law was passed by parliament 
only after a bitter fight. It was op- 
posed vigorously by the French in the 
province of Quebec. 

100,000 Men Are Called. 

Once the law was on the statute 
books, the government acted promptly 
and 100,000 men were ordered to the 
colors. It was estimated that 90 per 
cent of the drafted men claimed ex- 
emption. ; 

Meanwhile the parliamentary elec- 
tion campaign had begun.

Sit Wilfrid in his opening campaign

Cleveland, O. Dec. i7.—{Spectal.jJ— 
The country home of John D. Rocke- 
feller at Forest Hill in East Cleveland 
was destroyed by fire last night. The 
loss on the building alone will be more 
than $50,000. 

The fire spread with such great ra- 
pidity through the four story building 
that it is believed to have been of in- 
cendiary origin. 

About midnight a telephone call from 
an employé of the Rockefeller estate 
was received by the fire department of 
Cleveland Heights, an exclusive resi- 
dential suburb just south of the 900 
acre Rockefeller estate. Because of 
the inaccessibility of the Rockefeller 
property, much difficulty was encoun- 
tered in obtaining water to quench the 
blaze. Bucket brigades were organized 
and fought the flames until lines of 
hose were laid and water obtained. 

Several. units of Cleveland's motor 
fire department were summoned to aid 
the suburban department. , 

The home gon tained more than fifty 
rooms and was filled with beautiful 
furnishings. In it were a number of 
the oll king’s celebrated art treasures 
and the work of noted sculptors. Sev- 
eral of the art treasures were removed. 

One fireman was hurt by falling 
timbers.

Burglary insurance rates in Chicago 
are to be advanced another, 10 per 
cent on Jan. 1, because of the large 
number of burglaries in the city. The 
advance was decided upon recently gt 
zu meeting of representatives of vari- 
‘ous insurande companies. 

This will make an increase of 30 per 
cent on burglary insufance in the last 
four months. A number of agents here 
have received notice from their home 
offices not to accept any. more bur- 
glary insurance.

Crozier Opposes Change. 

Gen. Crozier, while admitting there 
is too much red tape in the war depart- 
ment, and suggesting also that there 
is too much delay in congress, would 
not recommend centralization of war 
purchasing in a minister of munitions, 
maintaining that it merely would in- 
volve a change of authority, and ac- 
complish little. 

Asked for recommendations wherein 
red tape and circumlocution could be 
reduced and whereby munitions pro- 
duction could be speeded up, Gen. Cro- 
zier suggested removing specific limita- 
tion to the use of war appropriations, 
further increase in personnel of the 
ordnance ‘epartment, and elimination 
of the rule requiring the adjutant gen- 
eral to pass on officers’ commissions. 


Boards Hinder Work. 


Gen. Crozier asserted that the work 
of the war industries and other civilian 
boards now engaged in war work, while 
helpful to a certain extent, was an- 
other cause for general delay, and he 
suggested that some statutory body 
might be created to pass on priority of 
orders for the war de_artment, navy, 
shipping board, and other branches of 
the government. 

No purchasing system, the general 
insisted, except an arbitrary system, 
could be without some red tape and 
cumbersome features. 


Testimony on Red Tape. 

Testimony at the inquiry relating to 
red tape in purchasing Aelays, was in 
part as follows: 

SE? ATOR HITCHCOCK—With a 
view ascertaining what change of 
method might expedite operations in 
the war department, I want to ask if 
there is not some way in which the 
red tape and eircumlocuupn could be 
cut and shortened? 

GEN. CROZIER—The method which 
might have been followed, by which a 
certain amount of time could have 
been saved, would have been one which 
would have involved accepting the 
estimates of the people who had to 
make those estimates with little or no 
explanation in the appropriation of the 
funds, and then, if necessary there 
after, an examination of what they 
ought to be expended for.

The cross-examination disclosed that 


while Spreckels had said that the food 
administration, by fixing prices on 
graulated sugar only, had favored 
special brands controlled by the sugar 
trust, Spreckels’ own refineries were 


turning out fourteen varieties of su - 


gar not subject to price regulations. 
Embargo in Cuba. 

It was further disclosed in the light 
of Spreckels’ charge that the price 
fixed for Cuban raw sugar, $4.60 f. o. b. 
Havana, was exorbitant and intended 
to boost the price of other sugars for 
the trust’s benefit, that the president 
of Cuba had placed an embargo on 
sugar leaving the island for less than 
$4.75 per hundred pounds. The cross- 
examination revealed also that there 
were important diplomatic negotia- 
tions relating to Cuban sugar to pre- 


vent it reaching neutrals adjacent to 


Germany. Concerning all these things 
Spreckels admitted he knew nothing. 

Administrator Hoover was virtually 
snubbed by Senator Reed’s committee 
and kept cooling his heels in the com- 
mittee room for more than an hour 
after a request had been made for him 
to make a statement.

Roiph, sugar administrator, is the gen- 
eral manager, and the Western Sugar 
Refining company would realize a 
profit of $9,000,000. 

Charges Rolph Profit. ~ | 

Spreckels also charged that large 
raw sugar holdings on the Pacific 
eoast, withheld from the eastern mar- 
ket by Rolph and his associates, would 
have averted the sugar shortage in 
the east. On Oct. 1, Spreckels said, 
Rolph's company controlled 70,000 tons 
of Hawaiian sugar and the Western

In other words. no credit is 
given for “intangibles” if they have been devel- 
oped or built up rather than purchased outright.

The end of the 
devastating. war is not even in sight; unity and 
extraordinary activity and sacrifices are essential to 
victory over the most arrogant and aggressive of 
military powers, yet Secretary Baker stops to specu- 
late concerning future policies and the desirability 
of curbing militarist ambitions of imaginary persons! 
He fatuously adds that we must beware lest we “ ex- 
cite the apprehension of nations with whom it is our 
first desire to live in harmonious and just accord!” | 
Would, then, the enactment of a universal military 
training measure alarm our allies and friends? Would 
it not, on the contrary, be hailed with the liveilest 
satisfaction and gratitude by them?

If conditions are found bad in 
this group, how about conditions among 
the very young, the middle aged, and 
the old?

The natural conclusion, when one pon- 
ders the meaning of all this, is that our 
method of preventing disease, and, In 
fact, of curing disease, is all wrong. We 
know this, so far as industrial estab- 
lishments are concerned, hence the in- 
dustrial physician and surgeon. We sub- 
consciously recognize it in our large oen- 
ters of population—hence our developing 
health departments.

penditure of huge sums of money, and 


Wo are still absolutely unable to de- 


fend ourselves and owe our own safety 
only to the fleets and armies of our 
war worn allies.

This condition is due solely and en- | 


tirely to the policy of unpreparedness | 
to which the administration adhered 
for the two and a half years when 
even the blindest ought to have read 


the lesson of the great war. The 
administration now announces that we 
are not to alter this policy and that 
we are to continué the do nothing 
policy of refusal to prepare. If the 
American people follow the lead thus 
given them, they will be guilty of crim- 


inal folly.

In- 
asmuch as men so inducted into the 
military service will not be sent to

The trust fund was revoked and evi- 
dence is being sought that the signa- 
ture of Mrs. Robinson to a revocation 
of the fund was forged. It is alleged 
that the trust fund was withdrawn 
from. the Merchants’ Loan & Trust 
company at the instance of Means. 

“There is no doubt the will was 
forged,” said Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Barnhart, who has charge of the 
case. “ But the forgery aspects of the 
case were postponed until the murder 
charge could be disposed of in North 
‘Carolina. If we can find sufficient evi- 
dence for an indictment there is no 
doubt Means will be brought to trial 
in Chicago.” 

There are said to have been no steps 
taken in the matter of the disputed 
King will. Mrs. King's will left the 
larger portion of her estate to her 
sister, Mrs. May Melvin. Attorney 
Jacob Newman, who represented Mrs. 
King in Chicago, said he had heard 
nothing from Means. 

“I do not believe I will hear from 
him,” said Mr. Newman. “ Means has 
not communicated with me. I do not 
represent him and I would not handle 
any contest of his for Mrs. King's 
estate or for the establishment of the 
reputed will of Mr. King.”

A new plan of-ridding the city of 
cabarets was taken up yesterday by 
the city council. 0 

It was to enforce all laws and or- 
dinances relating to the sale of liquor 
already existing. Ald. John Toman, 
chairman of the council license com- 


Chief Schuettler to see that the laws 
were obeyed. It received 47 affirma- 
tive votes on a motion to suspend the 
rules for the purpose of passing the 
Under the council’s rules a 
four-fifths vote is necessary to suspend 
the rules. This is fifty-six votes. 
Mayor Promises to Act. 
While the failure to get the needed 


| fifty-six votes referred the order to 


the committee on schools, fire, police, 


notified the aldermen that he would 
tell Chief of Police Schuettler of the 
sentiment displayed in favor of hav- 
ing the liquor ordinances and laws 
strictly enforced. 

The mayor and the chief will con- 
fer this morning. If an order is is- 
sued for the strict enforcement of 
the liquor laws, cabarets are doomed, 
without the necessity of the council 
passing any further legislation, 
Every holder of a liquor license gives 
a bond to abide by all laws and ordi- 


nances. 


The following is a paragraph taken 
from the bond: ‘ 
He (the holder of a license) shall 
allow no vagrant, no keeper of a house 
of ill-fame, no prostitute, no drunken 
or disorderly persons in or about the 
premises; and shall permit no concert, 
exhibition, ball, dance or play to be 
given or performed in the same room 
where liquors are sold.” _—_.. 


No Ordinance Needed. 
Under this provision no additional 
legislation is needed to stop cabarets 
in connection with places which sell 
liquor. One alderman pointed out that 
there were enough ordinances on the 
books now to stop even mechanical pi- 
anos in saloons. 

The council has before it two cabaret 
-ordinances. One prohibits dancing by 


places. This had the support of the H- 
cense committee. The other absolute- 
ly prohibits dancing and all except or- 
chestral entertainment. 

When the cabaret measures were 
ealled up several of the aldermen asked 
for a further postponement. Ald. A. 
A. McCormick pointed out that the 
measure to license cabarets contained 
a provision that a commission pass 
the granting and revoking of licenses. 
He said this was an illegal provision, 
as it sought to take-away powers 
granted to the mayor by the statutes. 
Ordinance Is Defeated.

‘censing measure, but by a vote of 44 
yeas to 20 nays both it and the other 
measure were referred to the lHcense 
committee.
